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ANNUAL  REPORT 


of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1964. 


To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of 

W  arsop  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  to  you  for  the  year 
1964. 

Based  on  figures  issued  by  the  Registrar  General  the  estimated 
population  of  the  district  at  mid-year  1964  showed  an  increase  of 
240  as  compared  with  mid-year  1963.  When  one  takes  into  account 
that  the  national  increase  in  the  local  population,  i.e.  excess  of  live 
births  over  deaths,  was  109  and  the  number  of  people  who  came 
from  other  mining  areas  to  occupy  the  250  newly  erected  C.I.H.A. 
houses,  then  the  population  of  the  district  at  the  end  of  1964  should 
have  been  well  over  12,000. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was  219,  a 
decrease  of  15  compared  with  1963.  This  gave  a  birth-rate  of  18.3 
per  1,000  population,  as  against  a  national  rate  of  18.4.  The 
number  of  illegitimate  births  showed  an  increase  of  6  over  1963, 
thus  resulting  in  an  illegitimacy  rate  of  86  per  1,000  live  births. 
The  corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  72. 

Although  there  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  infant  deaths 
compared  with  the  previous  year  the  infant  mortality  rate  was  still 
much  too  high.  Of  the  seven  infant  deaths,  four  were  due  to 
prematurity  and  associated  conditions,  and  another  resulted  from 
congenital  heart  disease.  Of  the  other  two  infants  who  had  survived 
the  neo-natal  period  and  were  making  satisfactory  progress,  one 
died  from  broncho  pneumonia,  and  the  other  from  accidental 
asphyxia.  All  the  mothers  had,  apparently,  received  ante-natal 
supervision  and  care. 

Deaths  from  cancer  showed  an  appreciable  decrease  compared 
with  1963.  Of  the  three  deaths  attributed  to  cancer  of  the  lung, 
one,  a  female,  was  a  non-smoker,  the  other  two,  males,  could  be 
classified  as  moderates. 
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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  proposed  extension  to  the  sewage  disposal  works  was  the 
subject  of  a  formal  investigation  by  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  This  extension  was  considered 
absolutely  necessary  because  of  the  rapid  increase  in  the  number 
of  new  houses,  particularly  in  the  Welbeck  Colliery  Village  area. 
A  most  favourable  report  was  received  from  the  Minister,  in  which 
he  not  only  approved  of  the  scheme,  but  also  commended  the 
officials  and  staff  for  maintaining  such  a  high  standard  with  regard 
to  the  existing  plant. 


Midwifery  Services. 

The  scarcity  of  midwives  continued  throughout  the  year  and 
the  situation  was  the  same  as  in  1963.  Early  in  1965,  however, 
there  was  a  dramatic  change  and  at  the  time  of  writing  I  am  pleased 
to  say  that  there  are  now  two  full-time  midwives  and  one  part-time, 
covering  the  district.  For  details  Vide  page  24". 


Exfoliative  Cytology  Clinics. 

A  number  of  these  clinics  at  which  a  simple  test  is  carried  out 
for  the  exclusion  or  early  diagnosis  of  a  commonly  occurring  cancer 
in  women  (i.e.  cancer  of  the  neck  of  the  womb),  have  been  established 
at  advantageous  positions  throughout  the  County.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  these  facilities  provided  by  the  County  Council,  as  the 
Local  Health  Authority,  will  be  fully  used.  Places  and  times  of 
sessions  for  the  female  population  of  this  urban  district  are  given 
on  page  .£$.  Women  wanting  to  avail  themselves  of  this  facility 
may  attend  either  the  Worksop  or  Mansfield  clinic,  which  ever  is 
the  more  convenient. 

I  should,  once  again,  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
support  of  my  colleagues  of  other  departments  during  the  year 
and  my  thanks  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  the  nursing  and 
clerical  staff  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

To  make  an  approximate  allowance  for  the  way  in  which  the 
sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  that 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  the  crude  death  and  birth  rates 
for  the  area  should  be  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area  com¬ 
parability  factor.  When  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  have 
been  so  adjusted,  they  are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  or  with  the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for 
any  other  area.  The  present  factors  are  derived  from  the  final 
1961  census  population. 

The  area  comparability  factor  for  this  Urban  District  for 
the  year  1964  was  Births  1.00  and  Deaths  1.37. 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  compulsorily  notifiable  infectious 
diseases  in  the  district  during  the  year  was  59.  This  figure  is 
based  on  the  actual  number  of  notifications  received  at  our  Health 
Department  from  the  general  practitioners  in  the  area.  The 
corresponding  total  for  1963  was  194  cases.  The  marked  difference 
in  the  figures  is  accounted  for  by  the  low  incidence  of  measles. 


Measles. 

Forty  seven  cases  in  all  were  notified,  as  compared  with  186 
the  previous  year.  Over  half  the  number  occurred  during  the 
month  of  April.  Twenty  eight  males  and  nineteen  females  with 
ages  ranging  from  6  months  to  6  years  were  affected.  There  were 
no  admissions  to  hospital. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

Two  cases  were  reported,  both  of  which  were  admitted  to 
hospital,  mainly  because  of  the  difficulty  of  successfully  isolating 
the  patients  at  home. 


Diphtheria. 

For  the  eighteenth  successive  year  no  case  of  diphtheria  was 
notified.

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Smallpox  Vaccination. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  that  the 
optimum  time  for  infant  vaccination  against  smallpox  is  during 
the  second  year  of  life,  rather  than  during  the  first  year  of  life,  has 
been  implemented.  The  change-over  resulted  in  only  53  vaccin¬ 
ations  in  1963,  but  during  1964  the  number  performed  had  got 
back  to  about  the  expected,  i.e.,  131. 

Immunisation. 

It  is  the  policy  now  to  offer  all  parents  the  opportunity  of 
having  their  babies  immunised  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough 
and  tetanus,  using  the  3  in  1  vaccine.  The  offer  is,  in  the  vast 
majority  of  cases,  readily  accepted,  and,  on  the  whole,  the  number 
of  acceptances  compares  favourably  with  that  for  the  remainder 
of  the  County. 

Whooping  Cough. 

Of  the  eight  cases  notified,  4  had  not  been  immunised  against 
the  disease,  three  had,  and  no  records  could  be  found  with  regard 
to  the  remaining  case.  All,  in  fact,  recovered  without  incident^ 

Tuberculosis. 

It  was  mentioned  in  my  report  for  1963,  during  which  year 
not  one  fresh  case  of  tuberculosis  was  notified,  that  one  could  not 
hope  for  such  an  ideal  state  of  affairs  to  continue  indefinitely. 
Consequently,  it  is  without  surprise,  but  with  deep  regret  that  I 
have  to  report  one  fresh  case  of  each  variety  during  1964.  The 
young  man  suffering  from  the  pulmonary  type  was  admitted  to 
the  chest  hospital  where  he  spent  three  months  before  returning 
to  his  family,  who  had  in  the  meantime,  been  allocated  the  tenancy 
of  a  council  house.  The  other  case,  non-pulmonary,  was  discharged 
from  hospital  after  undergoing  two  months  treatment.

Not  one  of  the  28  cases  was  in  hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year 
but  all  were,  more  or  less,  pursuing  an  active  life  in  their  normal 
occupations. 

Of  the  11  cases  removed  from  the  register  during  the  year,  1 
left  the  district  to  live  in  another  part  of  the  country,  i.e.  an  outward 
transfer,  nine  were  regarded  by  the  chest  physician  as  recovered 
and  not  in  need  of  any  further  treatment  or  supervision.  The 
remaining  case  died.  The  primary  cause  of  death  was  heart 
failure.  There  was  one  inward  transfer  during  the  year  and  the 
register  at  the  end  of  1964  showed  a  total  of  28,  17  male  and  11 
female  cases.  This  is  a  reduction  of  eight  over  the  previous  year. 
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The  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  and  the  number 
of  deaths  attributed  to  the  disease  during  the  past  10  years  is  given 
below  : —

THE  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  Central  Nottinghamshire  Water  Board  is  now  responsible 
for  supplying  the  district  with  sufficient  water  of  wholesome  quality. 

The  source  of  the  supply  is  unchanged  and  continued  to  be  that 
obtained  from  the  Budby  Pumping  Station,  from  boreholes  sunk 
some  250  feet  in  depth  into  the  bunter  sandstone  beds.  It  is 
constant,  sufficient  and  of  excellent  quality,  but  is  still  somewhat 
hard. 

All  water  is  not  liable  to  plumbo  solvent  action. 

Chlorination  is  carried  out  at  Budby,  and  although  the  question 
of  fluoridation  has  been  considered  by  the  Board,  no  decision  has 
been  taken. 

All  houses  are  supplied  direct  from  the  mams,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  one  isolated  farm  which  obtains  its  supply  from  a  deep 
spring  by  means  of  a  ram. 
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One  sample  of  water  was  taken  from  the  Budby  Pumping 
Station  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis  on  the  22nd

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Approval  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
having  been  given  to  the  necessity  of  improving  and  extending 
the  existing  sewage  works,  it  is  hoped  that  an  early  start  will  be 
made  to  this  work  in  1965. 

Briefly  the  work  involved  is  as  follows  : — 

(a)  Construction  of  an  annexe  to  Burns  Lane  Pumping  Station 
and  provision  of  additional  plant. 

(b)  Construction  of  a  new  pumping  station  at  Welbeck 
Colliery  Village  and  provision  of  new  plant. 

(c)  Construction  of  balancing  tank  and  grit  elevator  at  the 
sewage  works. 

(d)  Conversion  of  existing  rectangular  tanks  for  settlement  of 
storm  water. 

(e)  Provision  of  an  additional  sedimentation  tank. 

(f)  Modifications  to  existing  filter  beds. 

(g)  Recirculation  pumping  station  and  modification  to  flow 
recording  apparatus. 

(h)  Construction  of  additional  humus  tank. 

(i)  Construction  of  sludge  digestion  tanks. 

(j)  Provision  of  additional  sludge  drying  beds. 

(k)  Sundry  site  works  including  water  service,  etc.  Mess  room, 
roadways  and  mechanical  sludge  handling  equipment. 
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When  this  work  has  been  carried  out  the  sewage  disposal 
works  will  be  up  to  modern  standards  for  adequately  dealing  with 
a  population  of  15,500  persons  and  thenceforth  continue  to  provide 
a  satisfactory  final  effluent  in  compliance  with  Trent  River  Board 
standard  conditions.  Furthermore,  the  mechanical  aids  for  grit 
removal,  sludge  pumping  storage  and  handling,  will  also  contribute 
to  increased  efficiency  in  the  day  to  day  routine  management  and 
maintenance  tasks. 


Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  of  household  refuse  continued  to  be  carried  out 
by  direct  labour  using  the  relay  system  of  refuse  collection  for  all 
except  the  outlying  parts  of  the  district,  where  a  single  vehicle 
is  used  owing  to  the  low  density  of  houses. 

No  serious  difficulties  were  met  with  during  the  year  and  every 
effort  was  made  to  maintain  the  weekly  collection  of  household 
refuse,  but  arrears  unavoidably  occur  after  bank  holidays. 

However,  in  order  to  ensure  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse  and 
to  retain  and  attract  suitable  labour,  consideration  was  given  to 
the  introduction  of  a  bonus  scheme.  After  consultations  with  the 
workmen  it  transpired  that  they  preferred  a  time  incentive  bonus 
scheme  rather  than  a  monetary  bonus,  and  in  January,  1965, 
agreement  on  the  former  type  of  scheme  was  reached  and  came 
into  operation  immediately.  This  enabled  the  workmen  to  finish 
at  12  noon  on  Fridays,  provided  the  whole  district  was  satisfactorily 
cleared,  the  Council  undertaking  to  maintain,  as  far  as  possible,  the 
refuse  collection  team  at  full  strength,  the  number  of  employees 
remaining  the  same  as  it  was  prior  to  the  introduction  of  this 
scheme.  No  time  bonus  allowance  is  given  during  those  weeks  in 
which  a  Bank  Holiday  occurs.  So  far,  the  scheme  has  worked 
well,  but  a  better  assessment  will  be  possible  when  the  scheme  has 
been  in  operation  for  a  full  year. 

After  demonstrations  it  was  decided  to  replace  the  oldest  of 
the  side-loading  vehicles  with  a  rear  loader  of  larger  capacity, 
which  embodied  means  of  compression.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
this  vehicle  will  carry  a  more  economic  load  and  reduce  considerably 
the  time  taken  on  journeys  to  the  tip. 

Disposal  of  refuse  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  was  carried 
out  wholly  at  the  Oakfield  Lane  Tip  and  the  availability  of  a  tractor 
for  spreading  covering  material  has  proved  verv  beneficial.

With  the  removal  of  dispatch  limitations  to  the  Paper  Mills 
and  an  increase  in  price,  the  recovery  of  waste  paper  received  a 
welcome  boost,  and  there  are  indications  that  this  position  will  be 
maintained. 

However,  the  tonnage  of  salvage  which  can  be  baled  by  means 
of  a  hand  operated  baling  press  is  limited  and  therefore,  it  is  regret¬ 
table  that  we  shall  not  be  able  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  removal 
of  quota  restrictions.

Nineteen  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  for  the  bulk 
storage  of  46,800  gallons  of  petrol.

Rodent  Control. 

The  Council  provides  a  free  service  of  rat  disinfestation  to 
residential  property,  but  the  cost  of  treating  commercial  properties 
is  re-charged  to  the  occupier.  These  facilities  have  proved  com¬ 
pletely  adequate  for  the  requirements  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage 
by  Pests  Act,  1949.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Frequent  inspection  of  all  food  premises  were  made  to  ensure 
continuing  compliance  with  these  regulations,  and  sixteen  premises 
which  were  found  to  have  defects  or  unsatisfactory  conditions, 
mostly  of  a  minor  nature,  were  remedied  by  informal  action.

The  two  unsatisfactory  samples  occurred  as  a  result  of  partial 
breakdown  of  refrigeration  plant. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  suggests  that  over  a 
six-monthly  period,  50%  of  a  vendors  samples  should  fall  into 
Gra.de  I,  80%  into  Grades  I  or  II,  nor  more  than  20%  into  Grade 
III  and  none  into  Grade  IV. 

Three  water-ice  lollipop  samples  were  submitted  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


Food  Preparing  Premises. 

There  were  nine  premises  in  the  district  manufacturing 
prepared  meats  and  registered  in  accordance  with  Section  16  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  Twelve  inspections  of  these  premises  showed 
a  good  standard  of  cleanliness  to  be  maintained.
